Negroes Arrested 
For Cheering Jury . 
In Murder. Trial 


Savannah, Ga., March 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After having been warned 
by Judge Peter W. Meldrim in the 
superior courtroom here that their 
noisy demonstrations interfered 
with the business of the* tribunal, 
between 200 and 250 negroes, most 
of them men in the gallery of the 
courtroom as spectators at a trial 
of one of their race charsed with 
murder, were ordered arrested and 
were accordingly “rounded up” by 
deputies and marched off to the 
police barracks, where ‘“vagrancy” 
charges were lodged against a num- 
ber of them. 

Percy Mangum was being: tried 
upon a charge of the murder of his 
frfend, William Nelson, on Christ- 
mas day. When Mangum was giv- 
en a verdict of not guilty the gal- 
lery crowd began a vociferous dem- 
onstration. Having rapped them 
down mumerous times through the 
progress of the trial, the patience 
of the judge was worn out, and his 
peremptory order followed, creating 
consternation among the blacks. 
Deputies allowed few to escape, 


though they hid behind doors, un- 
der benches and in corners.

Washington, March 30.—Jose Mi- 
guel Gomez, defeated liberal party 
candidate for the Cuban presidency, 
was in Washington today to ap- 
peal to the state department for 
establishment of a provisional gov- 
ernment in the island under «an 
American chief executive, if neces- 
sary, to superise new elections.

The burial plot, selected today 
by relatives of the great natura)- 
ist who died suddenly yesterday 
while returning to his home near 
here on a passenger train, {s high 
in the Catskill mountains at Rox- 
bury. A landscape expert accom- 
panied a funeral director there to- 
day to plan a little park around 
the grave. 

A few feet from the burial ground 
stands the old house in which Mr. 
Burroughs was born. A little dis- 
tance away is “Woodchuck Hole,” 
the summer camp of the naturalist. 
His friends who enjoyed outings— 
Thomas A. Edison, Henry Ford and 
H. 8. Firestone—are expected to at- 
tend the funeral services Saturday.

WAKE CLAN 
OF INCONSISTENCY 


Says A., B. & A. Takes 
Money From U. S. and 
Then Refuses to Pay In- 
tended Wage Scale. 


Representatives of the. fourteen 
brotherhoods now on strike against 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlan- 
tic railway, issued a statement Wed- 
nesday declaring that while the 
road is refusing to pay its employees 
a wage scale intended by the trans- 
portation act it is nevertheless ac- 
cepting funds guaranteed by the 
government under this act. The 
labor men also claim that men who 
have replaced the strikers on the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
are incompetent and the operation 
of the road as now conducted is dan- 
gerous. 

The statement calls attention te 
fthe fact that the receiver for the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, 
in order to obtain a loan of* $125,- 
000 with which to pay back wages, 
is planning to pledge as security 
$269,402, which e recéiver in his 
petition before The federal court 
stated was due ffom the govern- 
ment under the guarantee section 
of the transportation act. 

Statement On Service. 

No reply was made by officials 
ef the 44 22: Bas TO the 
brotherhood charges, but the state- 
ment was given out by Passenger 
Traffic Manager W. W. Croxton 
that the company is giving day- 
light train service, both passenger 
and local freight, and that the offi- 
cials expect this service to improve 
with each day. 

Mr. Croxton explained 
embargoes against all 
freight in carload lots and .ess 
than carload lots had been lifted. 
This applies to all points on the 
line of the A., B. & A;, and is taken 
to indicate the greatly improved 
local freight service in operation. 

The railroad officials gave out 
a letter received from Mayor W. 
S. Davis, of Tyrone, Ga., protesting 
against a statement said to have 
been given out by Val Fitzpatrick, 
leader of the brotherhoods, in which 
it was claimed that Fitzpatrick had 
given a wrong impression concern-

Statement of Men. 
The statement of the men is as- 
follows: 


ess reports this afternoon show that 
t A., B. & A. railway is to obtain a loan 
of) $125,000, for which they will pledge as 
security $269,402, which the received stat- 
ed in his petition is due from the gov- 
erpment under the guarantee section of 
the Transportation act. The guarantee 
to railways under the transportation act 
when paid will bé taken from the public 
treasurer, therefore, the public will pay 
the bill... It is to be noted that if the 
A., B. & A. railway accepts this amount 
from the government as a guarantee un- 
der the transportation act they will be ac- 
cepting for the railway funds guaranteed 
by the sam law which gave to the em- 
ployees of iuwis road just and reasonable 
wages which the railway has refused to 
pay to the employees. The law is fine 
in go far as payment to the railway is 
concerned, but, according to the receiv- 
er’s actions, it is entirely wrong when 
it comes to providing payments to em- 
ployees for service rendered the public. 
Has the time arrived in America that a 
railroad can receive the benefits .aecruing 
to it under a federal Jaw and at the same 
time refuse to comply with that law in 
matters affecting the welfare of human 
beings? 

No railway can operate efficiently and 
safely unless competent employes are 
in its service. In order to be competent 
and efficient for this character of employ- 
ment it is necessary that men have years 
of training in the actual operation of the 
industry. Any railway operating official 
who has practical experience will testify 
to the correctness of this assertion. In 
fact, certain officials of a railroad have 
sworn in court that in order to have com- 
petent employees it was necessary that 
they employ members of labor organiza- 
tions. These officials know this from ex- 
perience because they endeavored to operate 
with incompetent employees, just as the A., 
B. & A. is to operate with incompetent 
employees. Evidence in the possession 
of the employees who left the service 
shows that there are incompetent and in- 
efficient employees in serviceeof the A., 
B. & A. railway and it is for that reason 
alone that inefficient and unsafe service 
to the public is being furnished and for 
which the public pays the rdtes established 
by the transportation act. 

As a demonstration of the unsafe cond!- 
tlons it should be noted that on March 24 
a passenger train going west reached Pyri- 
ton, Ala., when the crew in eharge of the 
train discovered t).at they had passed 
Highland and gone for a distance of about 
one and one-half miles, where they were 
reminded that this passenger train was to 
have met a freight train at Highland. A 
collision in this case was averted only be- 
cause of the fact that the freight train had 
not reached Pyriton prior to the arrival of 
the passenger train. When the crew dis- 
covered they had passed the point where, 
they had orders to meet another train they 
immediately backed the train to that point 
without it being protected by flagman as 
required by operating rules of the rail- 
ways. This is one of the many cases of 
inefficient operation of this property and 
shows that serious accidents are likely 
to occur because of the incompetency of 
persons engaged in the operation of this 
road. 

Letter From Mayor Davis. 

The letter of Maydér W. S. Davis, 
of Tyrone, Ga., attaeking the state- 
ment attributed to Val Fitzpatrick, 
follows:

Former Premier Now Free 
to Take Up Real Busmess 
of Mission. 


Washington, March 30—Rene Vi- 
viani, former premier of France, 
‘was received by President Harding 
at the white house late today after 
he had formally presented his cre- 
dentials as an envoy extraordinary 
to this country to Secretary Hughes 
at the state department, 

At both the white house and the 
state department -visits, M. Viviani 
was accompanied by Ambassador 
‘Jusserand, and,’ accord{ng to state- 
ments by officials at their conclu- 
sion, the former premier’s visit re- 
mains nothing more than “one of 
courtesy.” . It was intimated by 
those attached to his mission, how- 
ever, that as an envoy from France 
he would give an attentive ear to 
any suggestions involving the rela- 
tfofis of France with the United 
States. 

The only formal announcement 
was one issued at the white house 
after the conference with President 
Harding, which said that “M. Vi- 
|viani called to pay the compliments 
and utter the good wishes of the 
president of France to the pres!- 


, dent,” and added that he “empha- 


|sized the desire of France to con- 
tinue the friendship between the 
two republics and expressed grati- 
tude to America for the great things 
done since his previous visit.” For- 
mal announcement was also made 
that President Harding wows give 
a dinner at the white house hon- 
or of M. Viviani on April 5. 
Conference Is Short. 

The conference at the state de- 
partment, which was also partici- 
pated In by Under-Secretary Fletcher, 
lasted for an hour and a half, and 
later Secretary Hughes called at the 
hotel where M. Viviani is stopping 
to return the visit.

NEGRO CONFESSES 
TO AILLING PARR 


Mystery of Death of Aged 
Man and Boy Near Bir- 
mingham Cleared by 
Statement. 


Ala., March 30 — 
John Whiteside, alias Ambry Gar- 
rett, brought back from Chatta- 
nooga Saturday night, made a com- 
plete confession of the murder of 


J. L. Bourgouis, 73, and Lacey Mur- 
phree, 15-year-old boy, this after- 
noon in the office of County Solici- 
tor Joseph R. Tate, according to the 
solicitor. 

This announcement was made by 
Mr. Tate immediately following the 
confession, in which the negro al- 
leged to have admitted committing 
the double murder several days 
ago near Henry Ellen and in which 
he gave his right name as John 
Whiteside. 

According to Tate the statement 
of the man was as clear and clean- 
cut and tallied exactly with the evi- 
dence which officers had worked 
up against him. Mr. Tate said the 
negro stated he had stolen the cor- 
duroy suit he had on, the shotgun 
with which he shot Bourgouis and 
Lacey Murphree, a pistol and a 
watch from his cousin, Andrew Gar- 
rett, near Vincent. After the thefts, 
according to the alleged confes- 
sion, Whiteside was attempting to 
make his escape and was lying in 
the bushes in the woods through 
which the aged man and yqung 
boy passed returning from their 
fishing trip, and when he saw them 
he was afraid they would report his 
whereabouts to the officers, so he 
fired at the old man, killing him 
instantly. When the boy started 
to run he then fired on him. 

He then escaped from the woods 
and later sold the gun to a farmer 
in the vicinity for $2 and made his 
way to Chattanooga, where he was 
captured.

Had Seen Twe Bodies. 

“He stated that he had seen two 
black bodies in the car, and the ne- 
groes had told him if he told any 
one about them they would kill him, 
At the time they told him this, he 
said, they held their guns on him, 
and since then he had been sleeping 
with his gun. He told my mother 
that he had decided to come volun- 
tagily to her and tel! of the occur- 
rence, because he wanted to help my 
father. And now they tell me he 
has confessed in Covington before 
the grand jury that it was all a 
‘frame-up;’” he continued. , 

Williams was then asked how his 
father and brother had been able 
to operate the farm with so many 
negrees leaving. 

“When the federal agents came 
through this section several weeks 
ago investigating peonage condi- 
tions and told the negroes that they 
should be making more money and 
working only eight hours a day, my 
father decided to let all those dis- 
satisfied leave,”» he replied. “He 
even gave the negroes who owed 
him money enough funds to get 
them out of the county and Can- 
celled their debts. 

Operate on Reduced Scale. 


“With shortage of labor, he decid- 
ed to plant most of the land in cul- 
tivation this year with grain and 
operat. on a reduced scale. The 
place is ‘run down,’ anyway, for 
both my father and mother were 
worried about us during the war.| 
All four of us were in seryice,” he 
said. 

“Are the peonage charces against 
your father and brother true?” he 
was asked. 

The man hesitated, as if consider- 
ing the question from all viewpoints 
before giving his answer. 

Others Guilty If They Are. 

“Well, if they are guilty of peon- 
age, there are many other farmers 
in Georgia guilty of the same 
crime. itis true they have bailed 
negro.s out of jail, but they have 
paid them wages and given them 
clothes to wear. 

“The reports about a stockade be- 
ing located on this farm and ne- 
gices compelled to sleep in it every 
night are all damn lies! 

“You don’t gee any stockade 
around here do you?” pointing to 
tenant houses oF surrounding hills 
and valleys. The negroes were not 
made to sleep together in such a 
place. but staved in these houses 
that you can see from here,” he as- 
serted. 

House Located on ‘Hill. ~ 

The hill on which the Williams 
home is located is one of the high- 
est in Jasper county and the land 
is now in a high state of cultiva- 
tion. The residence is @g _ typical 
Georgia country home of the farmer 
of moderate income—plain, but at-| 
tractive with many of the conven- | 
iences found in cities. Three auto- 
mobiles were housed in as many 
garages, while the physician’s car 
stood in front of the home. 

A smal! garden of roses in full 
broom, climbing vines, shrubbery 
and trees hide parts of the house, 
The wife of one of the Williams 
boys was sweeping the front porch 
when the newspaper men arrived, 
but went indoors soon afterward, 
leaving only the elder brother’ to 
discuss the case. None of the other | 
boys appeared, and Dr. Williams 
refused a request to interview them, 
stating that they-~preferred to re- 
main silent until the trial. 

: No Definite Action. 

After hearing testimony through- 
out the day on the alleged conspira- 
cy to cause a race riot here and 
secure perjured testimony favoring 
John Williams, the grand jury re- 
cessed tonight without taking any 
definite action, but announced that 
the investigation will be reopened 
at a future date. In scheduling the 
Williams’ trial on Tuesday, Judge 
Hutcheson stated that he was not 
calling a special term, but owing to 
the large number of criminal cases 
and the importance of this particu- 
lar indictment, he had decided to 
prolong the present session another 
week. 

Thoughout the dav large groups 
of farmers were to be found at the 
courthouse, and the only topic of 
discussion was the Williams case 
and the excitement here Sunday 
night, when the rumors of a negro 
uprising caused hundreds of people 
to leave their homes. Men with 
beards, dressed in overalls and 
overcoats, smoked and chewed to- 
bacco while they discussed the 
many angles offered by the series of 
rapid developments. 

It was noticeable that not a wo- 
man was seen in the crowd. 

Judge Hutcheson would recess 
court for a few minutes during the 
short afternoon session, and imme- 
diately the rumble of half whisper- 
ed conversation would sweep over 
the room. The frequent voicing of 
the names Williams and Manning 
left no doubt of subject under dis- 
cussion.

ing under fear.” The law reads: 


Law Is Cited. 


“Acting Under Threats—A person 
committing a crime or misdemeanor 
under threats or menaces, which 
sufficiently show that his life was 
in danger, shall not be found guil- 
ty; and such threats and Ménaces 
being proved and established, the 
person compelling by said threats 
and menaces, the commission of the 
offense, shall be considered a prin- 
cipal, and suffer the same punish- 
ment as if he had perpetuated the 
offense.” 

In his confession, Manning de- 
clared that he killed” several of the 
negroes under orders of Williams. 
who him if he disobeyed he would 
be killed himself. Solicitor Brand 
is evidently delaying adopting a po- 
sition on the Manning case until 


trial is known. 
Opposed Returning Negroes. 


Chattanooga, March 30.—Revela- 
tions regarding alleged peonage in 
south Georgia, brought to a head by 
the finding of the bodies of eleven 
negroes employed on the Williams 
Plantation in Jasper county, and re- 
cent letters received byalocal at- 
torney; has revived interest in a ha- 
beas eorpus case filed here two 
years ago to prevent the removal 
of several negroes to Oglethorpe 
county, Georgia. 

John Muelle, a negro, was ar- 
rested here on the charge of “shoot- 
ing at another,” at the instigation 
of Georgia parties, but obtained his 
release by habeé® corpus. He was 
then rearrested jon a charge of 
shooting at a parts whose name was 
given, and returneq¥ to Oglethorpe, 
presumably for tri¥y, but in a re- 
cent letter to his avjorney here, he 
stated that he had niwer been tried, 
and that he was DiAiled out and 
placed at work on a cotton planta- 
tion, from which he is: not allowed 
to leave. At the trial here, Mucle 
charged that he was a victim of a 
scheme to place him in peonage. 

About the same time, the same 
plantation owner and the same of- 
ficegs™tame here and arrested,Lula 
Jackson, a negress, her two children 
and two negro men. The children 
and the men wer immediately 
taken back to OgletMorpe county, 
but the mother secured a lawyer 
and resisted requisition. She was 
later lured across the Georgia line 
and returned to Oglethorpe, where 
she was placed at work in the cot- 
ton fields along with her children 
and the other negroes, none of 
whom have ever been given a hear- 
ing, according to the letter of Mu- 
cle to the loca) attorney, whom he 
urged to come to Georgia and help 
them secure their freedom.

Diego. This flier, who was sta- 
tioned in Texas, in trying to reach 
Jacksonville “for the start, became 
lost in the expanse between E; 
Paso and Dallas and was unheard 
of for several days. fils expe- 


riences caused the aviator to order 
his share in the flight abandoned.

Discussions on Crop Dis- 

position May Be De- 
| ferred to Permit Growers 
to Arrive.

Washington, March 30.—Prelim- 
inary conferences of southern cot- 
ton growers with the department 
of commerce and war finance cor- 
poration in an effort to work out 
some plan of disposition of the new 
cotton crop are scheduled to begin 
tomorrow at the department of 
commerce, officials said today, but 
because of the distance some of 
the cotton men have to travel meet- 
ings may be deferred until next 
week. 

Conferences with the cotton men, 
department officials said, are to 
be held in co-operation with the 
war finance corporation to devise 
means to enable cotton producers 
to sell their crops overseas. The 
cotton situation in.the south was 
the subject of discussi at the cab- 
inet meeting yesterde and later 
President Harding eclared that 
the problem was a serious one, 

Cotton growers from southern 
states are expected to attend the 
series of conferences. What plans 
will be discussed is as yet unde- 
termined, officials asserted, but it 
was believed that the war finance 
corporation would handle the cred- 
it phase of the cotton experts, 
while the departmen of comnrerce 
would co-operate with the cotton 
men by advising as to the most 
favorable foreign markets to which 
American surplus cotton could be 
shipped.

Dramatic Appearance. 

When Count Hunyady, the royal

SUPPORT IS URGED

Enthusiasm Greets Ad- 
dress of Robert Alston at 
Meeting of Atlanta Re- 
tail Merchants. 


Robert C. Alston, whose address 
Tuesday night was the high spot 
of a meeting of 1,000 Atlantans 
called to pledge aid to Solicitor- 
General Boykin in his efforts to un- 
cover corruption or inefficiency in 
the police administration, and in 
his fight on crime, was enthusiastic. 
ally received by the Atlanta Retail 
Merchants’ association when he re- 
peated his plea for support from 
the solicitor-general at a banquet 
of the association Wednesday night 
at the chamber of commerce. 

“We want Atlanta to be the 
southeastern headquarters for busi- 
ness,” he said, “but not the south- 
eastern headquarters for crooks. 
Now for 20 years John Boykin has 
walked the path of a straight man, 
and the charges are brought against 
him just at the moment when he 
undertakes to enforce your laws 
and do his duty. The charges come 
from Floyd Woodward, arch ene- 
my of Atlanta, through the police 
department. Will you enroll under 
the flag of Woodward or Boykin? 

Speak Woodward's Thoughts. 

“The men who cry that Boykin 
should be investigated epeak the 
thoughts and do the acts of Floyd 
Woodward. Every third line in the 
interview of Mrs. Woodward has 
the unmistakable earmarks of a 
ward politician. If I want to do a 
service for a man, I go to his 
friends, The letter from Woodward 
was unaccountably in the hands of 
the chief of police, to do a service 
to Woodward.” 

Colionei F. J. Paxon urged the 
merchants to write to their con- 
gressmen, stating their attitude on 
pending legislation, “just as the 
farmers and laborers do,” he said. 
He said that passage ofsthe soldier 
bonus bill would mean $5,000,009,- 
000 expenditure, to be raised by tax- 
ation, and- recommended that the 
merchants oppose the bill.

Services to Begin 


At Tabernacle Tanight 


With one of the most powerful 
sermons Atlantans have heard him 
deliver, Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, 
eminent English minister, clesed the 


twentieth annual session of the Bible 
conference at the Baptist tabernacle 
Wednesday night. 

Tonight at 7:30 a two weeks’ 
series of revival services will start 
at the tabernacle, conducted by Dr. 
R. W. Thoit, an evangelist of wide 
reputation. 

Dr. Morgan selected as his final 
subject, “Christ’s Central Call to 
Man,” and his exposition of this 
theme, vivid and forceful, in which 
his utterances were more evangelis- 
tic than in previous sermons, 
gripped the attention of his audi- 
ence. 

To his fame as a preacher Dr. 
Morgan added a new prowess Wed- 
nesday night. In two minutes of 
time he raised $150 in fourteen sub- 
scriptions to clear up a deficit fac- 
ing the conference. 

Announcement was made by the 
pastor that the conference was $198 
in debt and he asked the congrega- 
tion to contribute liberally as the 
donation plates were passed. 
Quickly Raises Fund. 

“Sit down,” said Dr. Morgan, “and 
let me say a word. 
to speak tonight until this deficit 
is off,” he announced. “I want 
four subscriptions of $25 each and 


I’m not going: 


I will lead off with the first $25.” 


Three. hands shot up. “Now,” he 
then said, “I want ten subscriptions 
of $5 each.” One after another ten 
hands went up as fast as they 
could be counted. “Now, you can 
raise the rest,” he said to the pas- 
tor. 

In his sermon the speaker rested 
his theme on three words of Christ's 
invitation to overburdened humani- 
ty—"“Come unto me.” Although 
Chirst is no longer present in the 
flesh the spiritual significance of 
his cali still abides, he asserted. 

Attacks “Society.” 

“Dr. Morgan dwelt on the com- 
passion and forgiveness of Jesus 
and scored modern synicism. He 
also attacked “society” in its mod- 
ern acceptance, ag a “rotten thing,” 
whether it be the “upper ten of 
London, the 400 of New York, or the 
250 of Atlanta.” 

The revival services which start 
tonight will be continued each eve- 
ning until April 17. There will be 
no day services except on Sunday. 

Dr. Thoit, who will preach at each 
service, has been a member of the 
evangelistic staff of the home mis- 
sion board of the Baptist church, 
and has been a leader in religious 
campaigns in the: largest cities in 
the south and egst. He is declared 
to be a speaker of great dramatic 
power. 

The song services will be under 
the leadership of Professor D. L. 
Spooner.

GIFT OF $50,000 
MADE UNIVERSITY 


Fund to Aid in Education 
of Poor Students Is Be- 
queathed by Late T. J. 
and Rebecca Treadwell. 


To aid in the education of de- 
serving students at the University 
of Georgia, a bequest understood 
to be about $50,000 has been made 
by the late Thomas J. Treadwell 
and Rebecca Treadwell, both of this 
city, it became known yesterday 
through Attorney Willis M. Everett, 
of Atlanta. The gift was accepted 
at a meeting Wednesday morning 
of the prudential committee of the 
university in Athens. 

In a letter to Chancellor Barrow, 
of the university, from Mr. Everett, 
it was stated that her property is 
bequeathed to S. W. Carson, as 
trustee. By the terms of the will 
the money shall be used in the ed- 
ucation of poor and deserving boys, 
and the fund is to be known as the 
“Thomas J. and Rebecca J. Tread- 
well memorial.” 

Letter to Chancellor. 

The letter sent Chancellor Bar- 
row follows: 

“I have the pleasure of notifying 
you that Mrs. Rebecca J. Treadwell, 
deceased, made the following pro- 
visions in her will for the univer- 
sity: ‘All the rest and residue of 
my property of every kind and de- 
scription, whether real, personal or 
mixed, and wherever located, I 
will, devise and bequeath to S. W. 
Carson, as trustee, for the follow- 
ing trust: I desire that said trus- 
tee shall as rapidly as possible 
convert said residue into cash, and 
loan the money derived therefrom 
to responsible persons, taking se- 
curity first loan -deeds on prop- 
erty located in Atlanta or vicinity, 
with as large a rate of interest 
as can be secured, and at the same 
time have ample security. 

Fand for Edacation. 

“‘Said trustee shall turn over the 
net income from said loans to the 
State University of Georgia, at 
Athens, Ga., for the purpose of edu- 
cating poor and deserving boys, no 
boy to receive more than $200 per 
year; said fund to be known as the 
“Thomas J. and Rebecca J. Tread- 
well Memorial.” 

“Tn case of the resignation or 
death of the said S. W. Carson, I 
hereby direct that the ordinary of 
Fulton county, Georgia, shall des- 
ignate in writing a successor who 
shall at once become vested with 
all rights and powers of the said 
Carson, except that the successors 
of the said Carson shall, before en- 
tering upon their duties as such 
trustees, execute a good and suf- 
ficient bond for twice the amount 
of said trust estate payable to the 
said ordinary of Fulton county, 
Georgia, and his successors, in of- 
fice for the faithful discharge of 
their duties; and. said ordinary of 
Fulton county, Georgia, shall in like 
manner from time to time to fill all 
vacancies in said trusteeship so that 
said fund may be a perpetual fund 
for the purpose aforesaid.’ 

“T cannot tell the amount of 
money that will pass under this 
provision at this time, but will say 
that it will be quite large bequest. 
This bequest will be available Some 
time after the rest of the estate has 
been distributed. We will keep you 
informed so that you may know 
when the income from this bequest 
will be available.

By Old Religious 
Sect in Mystic Rite 


Albuquerque, N. M., March 30.— 
Two men were crucified at the pen- 
itente Village of Abiquiu in north- 
ern New Mexico on Good Friday in 
observance of holy week in rites 
performed by members of the Her- 
manos de Luz, Brothers of Light, a 
religious order, according to B. J. 
Nordfeldt and Gustave Bauman, 
artists of Santa Fe, N. M., who ar- 
rived here yesterday. 

For more than a half hour, the 
artists said, the two human sacri- 
fices were tied to huge wooden 
crosses, at the end of which time 
they were taken down, bleeding and 
exhausted. The condition of the 
men is said to be serious and their 
recovery in doubt, 

The penitentes, as the Hermanos 
de Luz are more commonly known, 
are Indians with a Mexican mix- 
ture. The order has many follow- 
ers, it is understood, in remote yvil- 
lages of this state. Although sup- 
posed to be dying out, the order 


still attracts wide attention because 
of its mysterious ceremonies. The 
principles and practices of the or- 
der are said to have come from 
Italy thfough Spain and Mexico. 

“The penitentes formed in a iong 
procession,” said Mr. Nordfeldt, 
“and, marching to slow, weird 
music, beat themselves with thorn 
whips soaked in brine water to 
wound themselves and make thelr 
wounds smart. One man carried a 
large wooden cross under the weight 
of which he fell exhausted fre- 
quently. The procession ended with 
the erection of two crosses with 
members of the order tied to them.” 

It is considered an honor among 
the penitentes to be selected for 
crucifixion.

Urge Commissions 
In Reserve Corp 
For Able Pastors 


Army chaplains of the fourth 
corps area held a two-day confer- 
ence at Fort McPherson, which 
ended yesterday. The meetings 
were well attended, and brought out 
some interesting discussions rewzard- 
ing the status and the policy of 
army chaplains. 

That civilian ministers be com- 
missioned in the reserve corps, in 
sufficient numbers to be prepared 
for any emergency and in rangs 
equal to their success in civil life, 
was one of the important resolu- 
tions adopted by the fourth corps 
chaplains. It was recommended that 
the reserve chaplains be distributed 
in denomination on the same basis 
as applies to regular army chap- 
lains, and that all reserve chap- 
lains, national*guard chaplains and 
regular army chaplains should be 
called together by competent 
authority annually, on a duty status, 
just as line officers are called for 
an annual tour of duty. 

General Hagood, in an address to 
the chaplains, advocated a “church 
parade” as one of the military for- 
mations on the Sunday schedule, to 
emphasize the interest which the 
government takes in the spiritual 
welfare of its soldiers. He pointed 
out that such a formation would be 
in harmony with the traditional 
policy of West Point, and would 
also be similar to compulsory chapel 
attendance at schools and colleges. 
He-did not urge compulsory attend- 
ance, however, but suggested. that 
a military formation in connection 
with church attendance in the army 
would tend to make the Sunday 
service more formal and interesting.
